Six occupants in the sedan of I. L. 
Taylor, Carlisle street, (ashier of the 
Gettysburg National 
Bank, escaped 
injury when the machine turned over 
on the Lincoln Highway ten miles 
from York Thursday night, wrhile the 
party w*ns returning from the Get­ 
tysburg-Franklin and Marshall foot­ 
ball game at Lancaster. 
According to a report of the acci­ 
dent, Mr. Taylor was traveling toward 
Gettysburg between 20 and 25 miles 
an hour. 
W'hen in front of a country 
store ten miles west of York, the 
large produce truck owned and driven 
by a Mr. Bentzel, saki to bo tho pro­ 
prietor of the Bentzel Produce Com­ 
pany, of York, drew onto the road 
after stopping, directly in the path of 
the Taylor car, it is reported. 
In a tte m p t^ to stop quickly so as 
not to run into the truck, the machine 
driven by Mr. Taylor skidded from the 
slippery surface of 
the 
road 
and 
turned over on its side along the high­ 
way. 
Owing to the fact that the machine 
had been brought almost to a dead 
step before it toppled over, no dam­ 
age w*as done to the car, beyond a 
bent fender and broken door handle. 
No gloss in the sedan was broken in 
the fall but, in assisting the occupants 
from the machine, Mr. Taylor acci­ 
dentally broke one of the panes of 
glass. 
After being righted, the car 
was driven to Gettysburg under its 
own power. 
With Mr. TavW at the time of the 
accident were his Vife, two daughters, 
Misses Marian and 
Margaret, son, 
Robert, and Mrs. J. T Fogie, all of 
Carlisle street. 
In Triple Accident 
A triple automobile accident occur­ 
red on the Taneytown road, near the 
Gettysburg poultry farm, shortly aft­ 
er dark Thursday evening. 
Two ma­ 
chines, one dliven by a Mr. Lu<pR, of 
York, and another owned by Jesse 
Clapsaddle, of Cumberland township, 
and driven by his son, John, collided 
on a small concrete culvert when both 
drivers attempted to avoid a collision 
w'ith each other and with the concrete 
abutments on the culvert. 
While tin* two automobile parties 
were w-aiting for a truck from a Gct- 
tysurg garage to tow them into town, 
a Mr. Hoover, of Hexllersttrg, ap­ 
proached in a machine and, while look­ 
ing at one of the cars in the previous 
accident, ran into the concrete abut­ 
ment of the bridge. 
As a result, w'hen the wTecking 
crew' reached the scene of the acci­ 
dent, there were three damaged cars 
instead of two. 
All three machines 
were damaged to some extent. 
No 
one was injured. 
The culvert on wh:eh the first col­ 
lision took place is said to be much 
narrower than the road, and several 
accidents have occurred there recent­ 
ly.

agree that he’s the man to be reek"* 
oncd with, the man who sits in the 
world’s greatest gambling gumt* with 
a “pat” hand and a “poker fact*.” 
Lawyer, writer and master politi­ 
cian, this prime minister of Franco 
by virtue of France’s strategical po­ 
sition, its army and its air fleet gov­ 
erns Europe. 
“If Poincare 
remains

office,” 
they tell you in Paris, “every gov­ 
ernment in Europe— and America, 
too!—will have to reckon with him ..
